LETTER I. 
Covsis Hven, 


In compliance with your request, before I started 
on my summer’s excursion, I wil: devote this even- 
ing to the opening of our correspondence.

I could not recognise a fa 
miliary face—there was Mot a smile for me—not 
one to give me the “ cordial shake of the hand” —

The opinions of mankind are so various 
in regard to religious subjects, that it is 
difficult to advance any sentiment upon 
doctrinal points, without affording an op- 
portunity for contradiction. Controver- 
siex about religion when they are once ex- 
cited, are generally maintained with a pride 
and obstinacy rarely to be found in any 
other kind of disputation. Polemical wri- 
ters have often been led into dry and un- 
fruitful reasonings on the one hand, and 
enthusiastic wanderings of unbridled ima- 
ginations onthe other. These are the pro- 
lific sources of error which more or less 
have involved the inhabitants in darkness 
and uncertainty,and hence the confusion and 
strife that prevail among the partizans of 
each respectively. —No one subject of con- 
troversy in the religious world, perhaps, 
has excited more fierce and violent dispu- 
tation than that relating to the nature and 
character of Jegus Christ. During the 
apostolic ages, and even for more than two 
centuries afterward, the church does not 
appear to have been divided by any doubts 
upon the subject, and it was not until the 
casuistical refinements of learning and the 
sophistry of haman reason had corrupted 


the plain simple doctrines of the gosnp 





question which disturbed the church con- 
cerning Christ’s Divinity. The parties 
were headed by Arius and Athanasius, and 
after disputing and wrangling some time, 
the following decision was given by 299 
Bishops against 18——“Jesus is the only 
Son of God begotten of the Father, i. e. of 
the substance of the Father. God of God, 
light of light, very God of very God, of 
one substance with the Father,” &c. &c. 
&c.—All who had the temerity to differ 
from this belief were heretics, and many 
suffered death and banishment as the price 
of their obstinacy. It was, however, but 
a very little time before the tables were 
turned, and Arianism became the esta- 
blished doctrine of orthodoxy in the 
church. As the vanquished side acquired 
strength by time and chance, new councils 
were convened to settle the prevailing 
contention—in one of these the Bishop of 
Constantinople, for moving that the Virgin 
Mary should be called the “Mother of 
Christ,” was declared by a vote of the 
council, to be a ‘second Judas.” In the 
same council it was determined that “the 
blessed Virgin Mary was really the Mother 
of God, and that Jesus had two natures 
and one person.”—-Creeds were made and 
unmarle, altered and corrected until they 
become a senseless jargon, and were re- 
jected by all reflecting men. For several 
centuries this question about the divinity 
of Jesus Christ remained unsettled. The 
spirit of contention produced frequent 
wars and “ the church,” as a certain author 
says, was obliged to keep continually under 
arms to defend the faith.” Council after 
council was called, and at length a kind of 
polytheistical scheme was adopted ; and it 
was enacted that the Gedhead was compos- 
ed of three distinct persons in one—Fa- 
ther, Son and Holy Ghost, and that the lat- 
ter proceeded from the two former. It seems 
somewhat singular that these sublime mys- 
teries should have been reserved for the 
discovery of men whe had so slender a 
claim to inspiration and holiness —Christ 
himself, did not reveal these ineff.ble mys- 
teries to his cotemporaries—he did not in- 
form them how his person was composed of 
two natures, and two wills, much less did 
he instruct them in the mystery of his con- 
substantiality with God.—Such things are 
above the comprehension of human reason, 
and are subjects of metaphysical specula- 
tion alike unprofitable and unnecessary for 
us to enter into. All that is requisite for 
us to know concerning Jesus Christ, his 
nature, the object and design of his com- 
ing, the doctrine of atonement, &c. will 
be manifest to usin due time, if we are 
faithful to the witness of God within our- 
selves. It is by rejecting this witness shat 
men are brought to think that God can 
be more acceptably served by creeds and 
opinions, than by moral virtues. The time 
is perhaps not very remote when the peo- 
ple more generally, will indulge the pri- 
vilege of thinking for themselves, and will 
save the master spirits of the age the trou- 
ble of “getting up” creeds and systems of 
divinity, to regulate them in all matters of 
faith. They will see that this sort of ma- 
chinery has been set up, to work some kind 
of worldly or selfish purposes, and they 
will discard it as offensive to the freedom 
of conscience, and inimical to the growth 
of genuine religion and piety.

The Greeks in their struggle for freedom, have 
succeeded beyond the hopes of the warmes: 
friends to their noble cause. Reduced by the most 
abject slavery for many centuries in civilization to 
the level of the Turks themselves, without any 
regular concerted plans, and litle harmony among 
them, they have, in the Morea and some of the 
islands in the vicinity, resisted every effort thy Or. 
toman government has been able to make to crust 
the renovating gg¢nius of their ancestors. Aller a 
long continuation of sanguinary engagements and 
horrid cruelties on both sides, they have fin lly 
destroyed the whole of the Turks excepting the 
garrison of Coron, Modon and Patras; the twe 
former, consisting of about three hundred men, 
and the latter of a thousand, have demanded a 
capitulation, but we have not yet received any in 
formation of iis having been agreed to. 

Several strong squadrons have been sent by the 
Ottoman government, to raise the blockade of thes 
and other fortsin the Morea, but their de 
have been constantly frustrated by a numerou 
sjuadron of armed merchant vessels mavned by 
old and enterprizing sailors, commanded principal 
ly by the owners ‘of the vessels, inhabitants of the 
Islands of Idra, and Spezia. In these attempts to 
relieve the garrisons, the Turks have losi by con 
Aagration three sliips of ule line, several frigates 
and the whoie of the troops that they conveyed in 
small vessels. 

The last Turkish army stationed on the north 
coast of the Gulf of Lepanto, commanded by Omer 
Pasha, has, by the last accounts we have received 
been completely beaten near the Missolongi. ‘Phe 
Greeks have pursued him and the stragylers of 
his army as far as the port of Velrizzo, which they 
have taken, and Omer Pasha has retired with fif 
teen of his followers to Arta, This leaves the 
whole of Livadia, drawing a line from Vemizia to 
Thermopyl free of the Turks, excepting a small 
garrison at Lepanto, which in all probability will 
capitulate with that of Patras. 

The inhabitants of the Isle of Candia, who 
have suffered the greatest cruelties since the arti- 
val of the Turkish squadron there, have, as- 
sisted by the Greek flotilla, retaken with great 
loss on both sides, the forts occupied by the 
Turks,

Earthquakes.—Capt. Storer, arrived at 
New-York on Saturday, from Messina, 
states, several shocks of earthquakes had 
been recently experienced at that place, 
the scverest of which was on the 5th of 
March. A small village called Nazo, was 
nearly destroved on the 7th, and a number 
of the inhabitants killed. At Palermo, one 
church and several buildings were thrown 
down, and between forty and fifty persons 
killed.
